Win Not Rely on tne Jacksonville Mili- 
tia—Appearance of the Oficial Who 
Is Now Attracting So Much Attention 
in th® Sporting rl4-—Claims He 
Has Been Misquoted and Scores Mem- 
bers of the Duval Club. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fia., Jan. 16.-—If Gov. 
Mitchell has any intention of abandoning his 
fight against the Duval Athietic Club, as is 
hinted by the officials of that widely adver- 
tised concern, he doesn’t show any signs of 
it. On the contrary he ts more determined 
than ever to prevent the meeting between 
Corbett and Mitchell in Jacksonville. or any 
other place in the State of Florida, and what 
is more, he bas laid plans which he says can- 
not fail to bring about this result. Upon 
many occasions since this matter came 
up, Gov. Mitehell has deen interviewed in 
connection with the fight, and very few 
of his utterances, he says, have been cor- 
rectiy quoted. To the Post-DitsPpatTcu staff cor 
respondent who visited him last night, how. 
ever, he made a plain, straight-forward 
statement Jefining his exact position in the 
matter. The State-house in which the Gov. 
ernor and other State officials hold forth 18 
not an imposing affair. The offices are very 
plainly furnished, but that some business is 
transacted inthem is made evident by the 
presence of the type-writers, who,look over- 


worked, 
GOV. MITCHELL. 

The Governor sits Inthe smallerof two 
rooms behind a big square desk, smokes 
cigars all day long, and does his share 
towards running the Stateina very quiet, 
dignified way. 

He isa man rather above medium height, 
inclined tobe stout, and would attract at- 
tention anywhere because of the peculiar 
formation of his head, which rests so near 
his shoulders that very little neck is visible. 
His face is very long and very broad, and 
above his small nose two sharp Diack eyes 
peep at you. His hair is silvery 
white, and he has plenty of it. 
The Governor looks like a 
determined man, and after spending a few 
minutes in his office, nine men out of ten 
would take his word, tf he said he would doa 
certain thing. Bowden says he is a ‘‘biuff- 
er. If heis, he is a good one, but he de- 
clares most emphatically that he is not.

State-house, Around it_lurks an air of pure 
Jeffersonian Democracy a it’s mo trouble 
to reach the Governor of Florida. You 
simply walk in and be tells you to take a 
seat and relate your trouble. 

WILL 8TOP THE FIGHT. 

When told thatthe Post-DISPATCH wanted 
a final statement from him concerning his 
ideas on the COorbett-Mitchell affair, he 
wheeled around in his chair, lighted a cigar, 
cocked his feet upon the window sill, and 
staring over a pair of rubber-framed eye 
glasses, said bluntly:

to prevent this prize fight, for that’s what 
is, no matter what many other terms are ap- 
plied to it. 

„But it is hinted that the Jacksonville 
Militia has deciined to aid you,“ was sug- 
gested.

If they take 
these manifestoes of the Duval Athletic Club 
whichisa myth, and come down here an 
spend money, it’s their own fault. They 
certainly have had ample warning. They 
will not see a fight here.’ 
HAD PLENTY OF WARRING. 

But Bowden says they win and declares 
that you have no power to interfere, put in 
the Post-DIsPATCH correspondent.

WILL FIGHT FRANCHISES. 

**We simply discussed the situation,“ said 
Sheridan Webster of the Single Tax League. 
„We had been waiting to act until the time 
came fora popular movement, a movement 
that the papers would support. We got 
word that arrangements had been made to 
pass the Bell Telephone bill and 
$100,000 would de spent in getting it through 
and that every vote was pledged. Weap- 
pointed a committe to investigate. I was on 
it. We sent back word to our informant 
that we were doubtful if he knew what he 
was talking about. He gave us assurances 
that convinced us.

TELEPHONES AT $30 A YEAR. 

The city can supply. telephones at 880 a 
year and pay the interest on bonds and 
principal too.

At $30 a year ten 
men would use a telephone where one does 
now, and the need for telephones is con- 
stantly growing. Business can’t do without 
them. Even our homes will use them when

It will supply free tothe city, in considera- 
tion of the anting of the nchise, such 
dacts as shall be necessary to carry the city’s 
fire-alarm, tele ph and the police tele- 
phone wires. But the provision making the 
conduit a common carrier does not appear 
to be in harmony with such ideas of 
telephone monopoly.

In writing the decision, Judge Biggs 

stated tnat the evidence was contradictory 

in all potnts, but the preponderance was 


with the plaintitt. 

An opinion was banded down in the case 
Samuel T. Hauser, trustee, vs. Judson M. 
Thompson, appellant; appeal from the Oir- 
cuit Court. The plaintiff obtained, Jan. 17, 
1890, judgment against the Bris- 
tol Hotel Co., a Missouri corporation. 
Execution was issued, but was returned 
nulla bona. Subsequently the plaintiff nied 
a motion in the court wherein the judg- 
ment was rendered, asking for 
an execution against the appellant, 
alleging that he was the owner of 200 shares 
of capital stock of the hotel company. upon 
which de had only paid 50 per cent of 
their par value, leaving $10,000 un 
paid thereon. The defense was that the 
suit forthe collection of plaintiff’s demand 
against the hotel company was not com- 
menced within one year after the maturity 
of such demand. The Court ordered the ex- 
ecution to issue and the appellont appealed, 

A Gecision affirming the judgment of 
the Circuit Court was handed down, all the 
judges concurring. 

In the case of Anna K. Farra, respondent 
vs. Judson M. Thompson, appellant, the 
record was the same as in the above case and 
e similar decision, awarding a judgment 
against the defendant, was given. 

he judgment of the lower court for 
laintif? was affirmed in the case of Robert 

Iller, respondent, vs. the Quincy, Omaha 
& Kansas City Rallway Co., appeaied from 
the Circuit Court of Knox County. This suit 
was begun before a Justice, to recover for 
ee steers Killed by one of ‘the defendant's 
trains. 

In the case of Otto S. Girsch vs. the United 
States Grand Lodge of the order of Brith 
Abraham, the judgment of the lower court 
was reversed and remanded. The order 
agreed to pay each member £500 upon the 
death of his wife. Plaintiff’s wife died, but 
defendant refused to pay the ene- 
fit on the the mem- 
bership of had lapsed 
six months before. The law making the 
membership of the wife compulsory was 
passed in 1888. The lower court gave a ver- 

ict for plaintiff on the ground that the law 
was invalid and thatthe agents of the order 
had falled to set forth this law in 
their representations made to induce 
plaintif® to join. In reversing this de- 
cision the Court of Appeals said that such 
representation omitting the provisions of 
the law in question were merely N 
for damages and fora release from the con 
tract and would not prevent defendants from 
enforcing their laws. 

A decision was banned down in the case of 
Theodore Horstmeyer, defendant in error, 
vs. Margaret Connors et al., plaintiff? in 
error. In the case the plaintiff recovered a 
judgment against the defendant for the 
amount said to have been paid by bim at 
their request for taxes and repairs on cer 
tain real estate. 

The decision allows the defendant in error 
to remit his recovery against certain de- 
fendants, Who are minors, within one wees. 
On his failure to do this the judgment against 
the adult detendants will be reversed and 
— cause remanded for further proceed - 
ngs. 

In the case of the Mount Olive and 8t. Louis 
Coal Co. vs. the estate of Charles Slevin, de- 
ceased, per Catherine Slevin, administratrix, 
the finding ofthe Circuit Court for the de- 
fendant was upheld. 

In the case of Margaret Sheridan vs. the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Rallway, the 
case Was remanded. Plaintiffs conveyed to 
a company to which defendants are succes- 
sors, aright of way over their farm on con- 
dition that they establish a farm crossing 
over their road. The deed to the right 
of way was without restriction and the lower 
court instructed the jury to find for the 
defendant. The case was remanded because 
of the lower court having sustained de- 
murrer to the part of the petition alleging 
ownership ofthe road andethe failure of the 
company toconstruct the farm crossing. 

The third appeal inthe case of James Rob- 
erts, respondent, vs. the Quincy, Omaha & 
Kansas City Railway, appeal from Circuit 
Court of Lewis County resulted inthe 
verdict being reversed and the case being 
remanded with directions. The action is 
ons to recover double damages under tie 
railroad fence law for three of plaintiff’s 
horses, killed by defendant’s locomotive.

Before the morning smoke-bianket had 
lifted off the city the clans of the Citizens’ 
Smoke Abatement Association gathered 
im Judge Paxson’s court to  prose- 
cute the work of punishing offenders 
against the smoke ordinance. The defenda- 
ants were the Tennent-Stribling Shoe Co., 
the Vane-Calvert Patnt Co. and the d. B. 
Woodward Printing Co. Attorney Frank 
Rran obtained a continuance for the latter 
until Feb. 16. 

The Smoke Commission was represented by 
President Kinngslad, Secretary JamesVox and 
Prof, Wm. B. Potter. Smoke Inspector 
Nickemeler was put on the stand and 
tola of the observations he had 
made of the Tennant-Stribilng smoke stack 
on Jan,6, The inspectors, Messrs. Cox and 
Pollen, stationed themselves on the top 
floor of the Maeyberg Hat Co, and 
watched the Tepnapt- Stribling smoke stack 
from 2:06 p. m. until4:15 p. m. Mr. Nieke- 
meter testifed that the stack belched forth 
thick gray and dense black smoke at inter- 
vais during the afternoon, Mr. Tennant, 

who was not represented by 
counsel attempted to cross-examine 
Mr. Nickemeler when the Smoke Inspector 
broke out, Mr. Tennant you and Ei 
Walker have the worst stacks on Washing- 
ton avenue. Mr, Tennant gave up the 
cross- questioning. 

Mr. James Cox testified that for two. hours 
after 3 0’clock on the day in question he had 
watched the chimney and for forty-two 
minutes it smoked continuously.. Judge Pax- 
son asked him it there were any successful 
smoke devices in operation and he named off 
hand the Union Trust, Rialto, Security, 
Mermod-Jaccard buildings, 
the Boatman’s Bank ourt-house 
and Hamiltoh-Brown shoe factory as 
some of the places were smoke abaters were 
in successful operation. 

Mr. Tennant, when put upon the stand, 
said that he was one of the originators of the 
smoke abatement crusade and had gone 
about collecting funds to carry on the 
work of securing the enforcement 
ofthefordinance. He laughingly admitted 
that he was swallowing his own medicine. 
He acknowledged a technical. violation of 
the ordinance, but stated that he had an 
abater put im his building and had gone 80 
farastothreatento discharge his engineer 
and fireman if they did not properly 
attend toit. He said his stack had not been 
smoking since he was served with notice of 
the suit and the reason it had smoked pre- 
vious to that was because of his engineer’s 
carelessness. Judge Paxson imposed a fine 
ots which he stayed until notice of a further 
offense.

EXPERT TESTIMONY. 

Expert testimony in the crude and refined 
was the feature of the Vane-Caivert trial. 
The testimony of Smoke Inspectors 
Fox and Nickemeler was to the effect that 


they had watched Vane-Cal- 
vert smoke stack from 11:1 a. m. 
to 1:40 p. m. of Jan. 8, from the top floorof 
the k xcelsior Manufacturing Co. at various 
times during the vigilthe stack had emitted 
thick gray and dense black smoke. 

Prof. Wm. B. Potter was put upon 
the stand to give expert tes- 
timony, He had taken observations 
of the Vane-Calvert stack on Jan, S and ex- 
plained his markings taken on cross 
sectioned paper the vertical lines represent- 
ing the per cent of smoke and the horizon tal 
lines the time of observation. The obser va- 
tions made an indisputable case under the 
ordinance, 

Prof. Potter then gave expert testimony 
about smoke and smoke-abaters. He said he 
had studied the question closely for ten 
years. ‘‘The effects of thick gray or black 
smoke, he sald, are to darken the at- 
mosphere making artificial light necessary: 
no matter how closely guarded against it 
deposits soot and damages books, furnl- 
ture Ir fabrics of any kind.“ 

Would you say that smoke like that you 
saw issuing from this smokestack is detri- 
mental to health?’’ asked Attorney Me- 
Quillan. 

Mr. Potter paused for some time and then 
answered: ‘‘Yes; it affects the throat, eyes 
and mucous membrane, Personally I suffer 
from a throat affection that is greatly aggra- 
vated by our smoke-laden atmosphere. 

Mr. Potter then explained the various forms 
of successful smoke abdters that had come 
under his observation as chairman of the 
Smoke Commission. He analyzed the action 
of the steam jet consumer for Judge Paxson. 
The principle was that a jet of steam 
shot into the fire-box produced a partial 
vacuum. The door of the ash pit below being 
left up allowed the air to rush in to nll up the 
vacuum, This air swirled around inithe fire 
chamber and becoming thoroughly mixed 
with the smoke rendered it easily combusti- 
dle and most all the carbon was con- 
sumed, He sald most of the 
successful smoke consumers were only dif- 
ferent appliances of these 1 

Mr. R. Vane then took his stand and ex- 
plained that he had put in a smoke-abater on 
the steam jet prineiple, and hejthought it, had 
been working well. His engineer had 
told him it was all right; asked if he had 
made any attempts to find the best con- 
sumer, he said that as many as fifty agents 
had tried to sell him devices and each 
claimed to have the best.

AGAINST THE RIFFS. 


Sultan Muley Hassan Takes the Field to 
Suppress the Mountaineers. 

MADRID, Jan. 16.—Dispatches tothe Gov- 
ernment from Tangier say that at length 
Sultan Muley Hassan of Morocco has taxen 
the field at the head of his army 
to assist the Spaniards in putting down 
the revolt of the Riff tribes. The 


Sultan’s fighting force consists mainly of 10,- 
000 infantrymen under the command of a 
former British officer, who some years since 
entered the service of the Sultan. In ad- 
dition tothe foot solaiers, there are about 
500 rather poorly disciplined cavalry, a few 
batteries of feld guns, commanded by three 
French officers, and 2,000 irregular cavalry. 

The revolt of the Riffs has proved very 
costly to Spain. So far the Spanish troops 
have been unequalto the task of subduing 
the wild mountaineers. The leader of the 
Riffs is the famous Maimon Mohatar or Moja- 
tar. He has all the traits of the Berber race, 
being as cruelin victory as he is cowardly 
in defeat.

School Board’s Position in *.

RENT FOR THE ROOMS IN THE NEW 
POLYTECHNIC WILL BE DEMANDED. 


President Brockman Says the People Did 
Mot Vote to Turn the Old Library and 
Its Quarters Over to the New Board— 
School Board Needs the Money—A 
Hot Debate. 


The Library Committee of the School Board 
and the special committee of the Board of 
Gavernors met in the Board of Education 
Bullding last night. Hon. John W. Nobile 
was present at the request of the Gov 
ernors. President O. L. Whitelaw began th 
argument by outlining the history of th 
movement. He was followed by President 
Brockman, who‘asked the Free Library Boara 
what proposition it had to offer. Mr. Jocod 
Furth said that both boards served the same 
constituency ox the same purpose, 
education, and, declared that the 
Free Library Board would pay 
no money for the privilege of lifting a burden 
off of the School Board’s shoulders. John W. 
Noble took up the argument and said that 
when the people voted forthe free library 
they meant that the books, fixtures and 
rooms should be given up by the School Board. 
Secretary Player read in response a com- 
munication from Attorney Stark saying the 
board did not have to give up thej books. 
Mr. Furth asked the board for a proposition 
and Dr. Wait replied that $10,000 for fixtures 
and furniture and 6 per cent interest on the 
proportionate value of the building for 
rental were the terms considered by the 

Oard. This was discussed pro 
and con until several gentlemen 
grew warm under the collar. The 
result of the discussion was the adoption of 
Dr. Hickman’s motion to have a committee 
of three from each side meet and agree upon 
a proposition. 

WHAT THE PEOPLE ZOTED FOR. 

That the School Board c not be forced by 
law to give up the books is virtually admitted 
by the new board, The people at the 
last election did not vote to turn the 
library over to the new board 
or make the present public libray free. They 
voted to establish a free library. The 
ordinance was in a section of the rate 
ordinance (17201) passed by the assembly in 
1893 and was as follows: 

Sec. 3. Under authority of section seventeen 
hundred and seventy-nine, Revised Statutes of 
eighteen hundred eighty-nine, there is hereby 
levied on the assessed valuation ofall subjects and 
objects ef taxation and all property within the city 
made taxabie by law for State purposes, a tax for 
the year eighteen hundred and ninety-three of one- 
fifth ofone mill per dollar for the library fund. 

This section wasthen submitted and the 
people in accordance with the section 1779 
revised, which provides that the people 
shall vote uponthe proposition, the form 
of question on theballot was as follows: 


FOR a 2 of a mill tax for a Free Public 
rary. 

AGAINST a one-fifth ofa mill tax for a Free Public 
Library. 


In the ordinance and on the ballot nothing 
appears to show thatthe public library was 
to turned over to the new Board of Man- 
agers appointed by the Mayor. The law re- 
ferrea to by the ordinance provides for the 
establisument of a library, and tells how the 
money shall be raised and how the library 
for the people shall be governed. 


BROCKMAN EXPLAINS. 
resident Brockman, when seen in regard 
tonne stand taken by the new Library Com- 
mittee, said: It is simply zthis, there is ro 
law compelling us to turn over the library. 


The peuple did not vote toturn it over. The 
people voted to estavle a free library. The 
schools need money. The Library Commit- 
tee will have $60,000 per year to run a library 
which can be run for $20,000. The School 
Board wants to have the library taken off its 
hands, butjit does not propose to keep losing 
money vy it. We have two large floors suitable 
for office purposes which will certainly bring 
in 6 per cent on the money invested. Now 
why should the School Board rob itself for 
the benefit of a library for the —— 
especially when they are giving that library 
tothe peopley They expect us to give them 
rent free, elevator service, light and heat, 
besides turning over the library, worth 
$250,000, to them. If they take the library out 
of the building we would have the two upper 
fioors and be able to move the board offices 
up there and rent the lower ones for offices 
or mercantile purposes. It is a plain busi- 
ness proposition in which the Schoo! Board 
is watching the Interests of the school fund 
and trying to get a few more dollars for the 
school children, and simply refuse to furnish 
heat, light, elevator service and quarters for 
a different corporation under the State law.’’ 


Olaim They Have a Contract. 

The members of the Roofers’ Union were 
very much surprised last night at the state- 
ment of Mr. E. R. Wolf, one of the officers of 
the roofing pool, that none of the members 


ofthe pool signed a contract with the union 
excepting Mr. John M. Sellers.

And now 
in these hard times when men make one day 
per week, and other men not making a da 
in six Or eight weeks, they want to get ba 
of their word and reduce wages on nineteen 
days’ notice instead of four weeks’ notice, as 
agreed to in contract.’’

Some fights That Were Seen From 
Wooded Island. 

There was one portion of the White City 
that many thousands of the 27,000,000 visitors 
to the great Exposition in Jackson Park 
Visited, and where they obtained views of 
the big buildings which were not afforded 
from any other point of observation. It was 
the center of Wooded Island, Situated in the 
very center of the immense grounds, sur- 


rounded on all sides by the airy white castles 
and separated from them by ‘the broad 
lagoons, it offered an opportunity to view to 
better advantage the grandeur of the Fair 
thanany spot within the gates.

Denied the Ex-Queen of Hawaii Will 
Sue Uncle Sam. 


NO TRUTH IN THE RUMOR SHE WANTS 
PECUNIARY DAMAGES, 


She Will Patiently Await the Arbitration 
of Her Case by the United States— 
What an English Paper Says About 
Rumors of Her Threatened Early 
Death—Cleveland Commended. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Jan. 16.—In corre- 
spondence from Hawall received by the 
steamer Australia there was an assertion 
that the deposed Queen has given up the con- 
test and will sue the United States for dam- 
ages forthe part taken by the former repre- 
sentatives of this country at the time the 
Provisional Government was substituted for 
the monarchy. 

Samuel Parker, Prime Minister of the ex- 
Queen and Minister of Foreign Affairs, and 
A. A. Peterson, Attorney- General, two mem- 
bers of the Cabinet at the time of 
the change in Government, came 
by the same steamer. They briefly 
denied the statement, deeming that it was 
unimportant. Last night they noticed in 
the telegraphic dispatches from Washington 
that considerable weight is given at the cap- 
tal to this report. In consequence Mr. Par- 
Ker last evening sent a strong telegram to 
Secretary of State Gresham, signed as Prime 


Minister of Foreiga Affairs, positively deny- 
ing these assertions and declaring that the 
Queen has submitted ner case to the arbitra- 
tion of the United States and will patiently 
await that verdict. 

Mr. Parker and Mr. Peterson both said last 
evening that they saw the Queen halfan 
hour before they left on the steamer Aus- 
tralla, and she was firm in her determina- 
tion to maintain herclaimtothethrone. At 
no time did she or any of her advisers men- 
tion the possibility of presentng a claim to 
the United States for pecuniary damages. 


English View of Hawaiian Affairs. 


LONDON, Jan. 16.—The Times, in a leading 
article, says: It is prudent to accept all un- 
official rumors from Hawali with reserve. 
It is possible that the report that the ex- 
Queen is in danger of death is well founded, 


and itis easy to belleve that also constitu- 
tional weakness of heart must have been 
severely aggravated by the intense and pro- 
longed anxiety of her present position. 
On the other hand, it is conceivable 
that some persons concerned in the 
intrigue of her downfall must be interested 
in spreading false reports in regard to her 
health. Itisamusing and instructive to ob- 
serve that although the whole conspiracy 
which Mr. Thurston concocted and executed 
by the ald of the American Minister was sim 
ply a plot to annex the islands to the United 
states against the will of the Queen, he 
imitates President Doie’s example and 
swaggers about the international rights of 
the independent Republic of Ha wall. 

The article proceeds tocommend Mr. Cleve- 
land for his rm attitude in the Hawalian 
matter and continues: What te ultimate 
issue will be it Is not easy to say, but in the 
face of Mr. Willis“ dispatches le is satisfac- 
tory to know that there is a naval force 
handy sufficient to protect the lives and 
property of the British inhabitants. It 18 
probable that the risk of a violent attempt 
on the ex-Queen is not serious, but 
it is both ludicrous and significant to find 
thatthe American Minister relies upon the 
telephone from the ex-Queen’s house to his 
room tor her protection. Although Lilluo- 
Kalani is no doubt well advised in assenting 
to Cleveland's terms, it can not be denied 
that the objections she originally urged 
against them have a deal of force. In the 
dramatic conversation reported by Mr. 
Willis, she exbibited a cuteness of under 
standing as wellas queenly dignity ofa really 
striking kind.“

Huntington Accased of Hoodwink- 
ing Mrs. Leland Stanford. 


EAN Frawoisco, Cal., Jan. 16.—A local 
paper prints a dispatch from New York stat- 
ing that it is rumored on Wall street that on 
account of the trouble between Mrs. Leland 
Stanfordand C. P. Huntington there was 
some question as to the latter’s ability to 
control the Galveston, Houston & Texas Rall- 
road and other lines in which £tanford is 
said to have held large interests with Hunt- 


ington. According to the story Mrs. stan- 
ford discovered that Huntington withheld 
from her knowledge large blocks of secur!- 
ties held by himself and Stanford in com- 
mon, and that there is a possibility of a suit 
against Huntington for over $1,000,000.

NO SUBWAY MONOPOLY. 

The Single Tax League has started a 
good, practical work for the benefit of St. 
Louisans in opposing the granting of pri- 
vate franchises for wire subways. What- 
ever may be the motive of the members of 
the league, their object is good and in line 
with the interests of the public. 

The underground space for conduits is 
limited, and the company which first se- 
cures a franchise will have an advantage 
over other companies, which may be turned 
into an oppressive monopoly. All the 
protestations that corporation managers 
may make of the.-unselfishness of their 
purposes will be vain. Everyone knows 
that no possibility of twisting a private 
franchise into a monopoly will be neglected 
by the company owning it. Every safe- 
guard will be attacked. 

The fact that a corporation like the Bell 
Telephone Co.,which has enjoyed a monop- 
oly for years and is eager’ to continue it, 
insists upon the private franchise scheme 
is sufficient to condemn it. If it seeks no 
advantage why should it not be willing to 
go into a municipal subway with equal 
advantages for all competitors? 

The municipal subway represents the 
only wise and safe solution ofthe under- 
ground wire problem. It enables the city 
to retain control of the subway privileges. 
It cuts off all possibility of monopoly. It 
will be a profitable investment. 

But unless the matter is closely watched 
the chances are that a subway monopoly 
will be granted. The Bell Telephone and 
other strong companies are taking care of 
their interests. The city’s interests need 
guarding, and general support should be 
given the effort of the Single Tax League 
to do this public service.

WAR IN EUROPE, 


A general war in Europe at this time or 
atany time during the next few years 
would be a disaster to America, the mag- 
nitude of which cannot be calculated. 

Weare now engaged in working outa 
new fiscal system to take the place of the 
happy-go-lucky makeshift which for so 
many years has been used to promote the 
fortunes of special interests and speculat- 
ing adventurers. The currency is tainted 
with an element of uncertainty which is 
the bane of real industry and which is 
a perpetual discouragement of legitimate 
enterprise. The borrower limits his busi- 
ness activity through fear of an apprecia- 
ting standard which stealthily adds to his 
obligations while the lender’s confidence 
isimpaired by a dread of depreciation in 
the money unit. Taxation, which 
should be imposed only to raise 
revenue for the support of Government 
economically administered, is at present 
employed chiefly to serve the purposes of 
privilege while the interests of the people 
are forgotten orignored. These facts have 
been recognized and the work of radical 
reform has beea ordered which shall place 
the country upon a healthy Democratic 
foundation. 

A war in Europe would put a stop to 
this reform work. An artificial prosperity 
would be evoked by the practical cessation 
ofindustry inthe warring countries, just 
as it was produced by the civil war. 
The people will forget all about 
common sense and financial wisdom and 
mistake a fever for the glow of health. 
Thus it has been in the past, and there is 
no reason to believe that it will be other- 
wise in the future. 

The popular belief that a great Huropean 
war should be welcomed as a grand oppor- 
tunity out of which America might grow 
rich is founded upon a most vicious 


jeconomic fallacy, It will no doubt en- 


rich many individuals, but it will 
not add to the prosperity of the 
country. Onthe contrary it will tend to 
emphasize the class distinctions which arye 
even now so clearly in evidence and, worse 
than all, tull the people into acquiesence 
in our present diseased condition. Let us 
hope that the great war may be postponed 
until we find a cure for the ills which tor- 
ment us.

Brightning Prosposcts.

There are in the signs of the times good 
reasons for hopefulness and courage. The 
probability is that the worst is over, and that 
business has begun a course of improvement 
that will be steady and continuous. 

Two developments of the last fortnight are 
particularly cheerful. There have been 
fewer tailures than were expected. It was 
easily possible and was greatly feared that 
the immediate consequences of the new 
year’s settlements would be aumerous and 
heavy failures, spreading gloom and dis. 
couragement. The time has not been free of 
misfortunes, but they have been so much 
fewer in numberand less in magnitude than 
had been feared that there is a sense of posi- 
tive relief. 

Another favorable symptom is the resump- 
tion of work in many departments of in- 
dustry. It appears to be true now that more 
men are being employed than are being dis- 
charged. This is the condition of better 
times. If it continues it will bring good 
times. Wages may be low, Dut any wages 
are better than none, and all the neces- 
saries of life are as cheap as they can be 
under a high tariff. 

This noticeable improvement comes on the 
heels of the report of the Wilson Dill. Just 
at the time when, according to the protee- 
tionists, everything should be at the worst 
in view of impending tariff reductions, there 
is a distinct and perceptible revival. 

The demand of business is for a prompt es- 
tablighment of fixed conditions. The agony 
incident to a change has been endured. Ev- 
ery business is prepared for the new situa- 
tion, but desires it to be made certain.

A large number of bills fixing damages in 
condemnation proceedings were read the 
last time and signed. 

The bill appropriating $1,000 for improve- 
ments at the Female Hospital was passed. 

The Committee on Legislation reported 
favorably the bill providing that all inspec- 
tors of brick work on city contracts should 
be practical bricklayers, and have resided in 
the city for at least two years prior to em- 
ployment by the city. 

The report caused some discussion, and the 
matter was laid over for a week. 

The Dill —— for the erection of 
strong platforms around buildings in process 
of erection was also laid over for one week. 

The bill to permit the Southern Rallway 
Co. to extend its line north on sixth street 
was reported and laid over. 

Adjourned until this evening at 7 o'clock.
